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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 9/22/03 has been entered. Claims 1-4, 6-14, 16-41 and 43-70 are 
pending in the application. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 7 recites the limitation "A method as set forth in claim further 
comprising" but fails to include the claim number from which is depends. Hence, it is unclear 
what is meant to be encompassed by the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § J 03 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-14, 16-41 and 43-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tatsuya et al as generally recited in the prior office action however in view of 
Yonetani (USPN 5,698,301) and in further view of Spencer et al, Murayama et al, Schimmel et 
al and Zhao et al. The teachings of Tatsuya et al in view of Spencer et al, Murayama et al, 
Schimmel et al and Zhao et al are discussed in detail in the prior office action, and address the 
claim limitations of the instant invention except for the fact that Tatsuya et al do not specifically 
disclose that the phosphorescent pigment can be included within the clear coat of the composite 
film. However, Yonetani et at teach a phosphorescent coating system wherein phosphorescent 
pigment, namely SrA1204, is included in a transparent resin layer to provide a phosphorescent 
coating layer on an article, such as automobile parts, so as to provide a very high luminance of 
emitted light and very long afterglow times (Abstract; Col. 1-2.) Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to include 
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phosphorescent pigment in the transparent or clear coat layer of the invention taught by Tatsuya 
et al in order to provide a very high luminance of emitted light and very long afterglow times as 
taught by Yonetani et al.
